The State Board of Health has sent 
out a bulletin relative to the births 
and deaths in Indiana for the year 
1005 which contains much interesting 
information. 
The bulletin is as fol­ 
lows : 
“ The analysis of the births 
and 
| deaths in Indiana 
111 1005, recently 
completed 
bv the 
State Board 
of 
Health shows some interesting facts 
'The births numbered 14,114, a rato of 
Hi 65 per 1000 of {» opulatiou. 
Males 
22,200, fem ales 20,800; colored males 
041, colored females 404. 
The largest 
j number of births occurred in J uly, the 
I sm allest in December. 
Four hundred 
and tw enty-nine mothers have hail ten 
children, 242 have had eleven, and 28! 
have had tw elve and over. 
As to the 
aj/es of jwrentH it appears that 030 
fathers and 488*1 mothers were under 
tw enty years of age; that 104 fathers 
and fourteen mothers were in the age 
period of sixty to seventy, ami four­ 
teen fathers but no mothers were be­ 
tween seventy and eighty. 
The plural 
births (tw ins i numbered Ml. 
The death© numbered 30,502, rate 
13 78 
In the preceding years 37,240, 
rate 14. 
Males 10.001. females 17.438 
Whites 35,000,

The death rate by

These fig u res make it evident that 
among other things the negro must 
learn in order to complete with the 
w hite man, how to so live as to lower 
his death rate about 10 for each 1000 
of population.

Eight thousand, tw o hundred 
ami 
seventy-seven deaths, or 22.0 per cent, 
of the total death* occurred in the first 
year of life ; 2423 deaths occurred be­ 
tween one and 
five. 
Counting 
as 
babies all under the age of five, the 
total loss of babies was 10, RX), or 20.3 
of the total. 
This is a loss of 24 2 of 
all babies born. 
To lose one in four 
of all babies horn is an index of our 
by genic ignorance. 
In the age jieriod 
of extra usefulness, the period of life 
front twenty to fifty, there were 8173 
deaths, or 22 3 per cent of the total. 
Of these 8170 deaths, 738$, or 87 ]» er 
cent., were from preventable causes, 
such 
as 
consumption, 
pneumonia, 
typhoid fever, influenza ami accidents,

One o f the Thing s Do ne by Republlcin 
State Co mmittee. 
Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
S eptem ber 7.— 
Among o the r thing s done a t the re­ 
cent m eeting of the Republican state 
central co m m ittee was the adoption 
of modifications of som e of the rules 
of the com m ittee. 
The rules for nom ­ 
inations as am ended provide that in 
all counties whose largest city or town 
has a population of m ore than 5.000 
the election of delegates to conven­ 
tions shall be m ade in the several 
tow nships, w ards and precincts by pri­ 
m aries. 
In counties whose largest 
town is of a population less than 5,000 
delegates may . at the direction of the 
county com m ittee, be selected in ma.-is 
convention. 
W hen 
direct 
prim aries 
are held the co m m itteem en in the va 
rious precincts shall act as election in­ 
spectors. 
W hen the re Is m ore than 
one precinct com m itteem an for a sin­ 
gle voting division, the county chair­ 
man 
shall designate 
which one of 
these com m itteem en shall act as in­ 
spector. 
T he judges. clerkR and sher­ 
iffs of the direct prim ary elections are 
to be choser. by the chairm en of the 
various counties, the chairm en being 
required to give the various candidates 
fair and 
equal 
representation. 
No 
judge, clerk or sheriff shall be related 
to any candidate. 
Tht se rules give 
to the organization more power than 
it form erly had. and it will m ake It 
easier to keep in close touch with the 
situation 
In 
any 
particu lar 
place 
However, the rules w ere adopted In 
order to prevent any difficulties'such 
as have In a few 
instances arisen 
The county chairm en are supposed of 
course to act In good faith and not 
in any case to show favor to any ca n ­ 
didate. 
A modification of the rules 
regarding contests was also adopted. 
All co ntests affecting legislative, city 
or precinct m atte rs a re to be referred 
to the county executive com m ittee. 
The leading candidate m ay appeal to 
the district chairm an and from his 
decision an appeal rnay be m ade to 
the sta te chairm an, w hose decision 
shall be final 
All such controversies 
are to be presented in the form of 
affidavits, except that the grate chair 
man. If he shall so elect, may hear 
oral testim ony as well. 
W ritten no­ 
tice of contest m ust be filed with the 
person having jurisdiction in the mat 
ter and the tim e an<* place for hearing 
the m a tte r shall be fixed by him. 
He 
shall give am ple notice of the tim e 
and place fixed.
